Is it 
nit very doubtful that we. could judge competently? 

! The daily round of life at college is a 'busy and an exacting 
one, and although some studcuts give much thought and time to 
the discussion of modern problems, the great majority find that 
itàey have little leisure for reading the daily papers, and the vari- 
ous' periodicals. College life tends to become self-centred. It is a 
Je world in itself, but still some connection should be kept, up 
ith the world at large. 

But how can this coilireCtitm'lJÇ kepEttp?;: \jifjp have all formed, 
. some time or other a resolution that wc would reserve a certain 
srtion of the day for reading the papers, then along comes an 
especially busy week and our good resolutions have taken to them- 
ttlves wings and have, flown away. Does not the course in Poli- 
fks that is being given at McGill contain a suggestion for us? 
Why could we not have a course, in Current Events? We should 
-.--i?pt be' compelled "to go outside our university to find men capable 
of giving such a course of lectures. Many of our professors show 
by the way in which they link up the past with the present in their 
lectures that they are thoroughly conversant with modern problems 
and are quite competent to give a course on currqU'CveTits. These

The Editor, |

Dear Sir:- 

In an editorial in to-day's issue, there 
is an implied charge that the "college 
authorities do not always see tit to give 
news to the college news journal at the 
sair.e time as it is given to the city pa- 
pers", and one instance in particular is 
mentioned, namely the announcement tfi 
the selection of Mr. Lawrence Arm- 
strong as Rhodes Scholar for the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. 

If the above charge is directed against 
the Registrar's office (as 1 half suspect 
it is), may I point out that there arc 
several offices around the University 
(perhaps as many as nine or ten) where 
tiews can uc gathered, and that these are 
visited almost daily by reporters from 
the city newspapers. Such information 
as they obtain in this way is not special- 
ly prepared for them. A few facts may 
be given and the reporter docs the rest. 
With the limited staff at your com- 
mand, 1 quite .understand that it woulu 
bc'ttirficulf 'for Daily reporters to visif 
these offices regularly for University 
news, and yet, it seems to me that this 
would be the only way to ensure the col- 
lege paper getting the same informa- 
tion as the papers outside. 

In universities where the whole adr 
ministration is centralired (and there 
arc.'feîlr" ifchére it is not), practically 
every detail of university work is known 
at this central office and it is here that 
all kinds of information is generally ob- 
tained. This is not the case, however, 
in McGill. News, more or less official 
in charactci (much of which never 
readies any central office at all) can be 
obtajjfted from several sources, such "for 
iristatîcc as, Deans' offices, offices of 
Departments, and committees, etc., to 
say nothing of the Principal's" office or 
the Bursar's office which are in the 
administration building its-elf, so that 
any one office cannot be held respons 
ible for the issuing (or the failure to 
issue) information to the Daily. Under 
these circumstances the labours of the 
college newspaper staff is more difficult 
than would otherwise be the case. 

In so far as my own office is con 
cerncd, we try to give the Daily any of- 
ficial information that is sent to the city 
papers. By official information I mean 
such matter as is specially prepared for, 
publication.. Some items arc, no doubt; 
gtuSCou Verbal! j^ïaiïdliir a" sense un-T 
officially, to reporters as they call, and 
it is not always easy for the person 
giving this information to them delibcr- 
atcly^sit * jk>wn. and write out the_ 
same ^tatemtftt' for the college paper. In- 
this way it is likely that some matters 
of college interest do get into the city 
papers without having 'been ■commu- 
nicated at the same time to the Daily, 
•but these are generally ai little account. 

As regards the Rhodes Scholarship, it 
appears that jtou do not understand the 
arrangement for the selection of a scho- 
lar wliich now exists. A Rhodes Scholar 
for the Province of Quebec, as is the 
case in every other province in the 
Dominion, is selected by a committee 
appointed by the Rhodes Trust. This 
committee receives applications from 
candidates regardless of the university 
they are attending, or have attended; and 
out of this, list of applicants the commit- 
tee makes its choice in accordance with 
the regulations laid down.- No University 
•has anything to do with the selection? 
Up to a few years ago it was different 
Each university in the Province- had â 
right to choose a Scholar according to 
a regular system of rotation, but this 
has all been changed, as already stated. 
The selection oil Mr. John Farthing last 
year and of -Mr. Lawrence Armstrong 
this year, was made by a committee out- 
side of any university in the Province 
and the announcement of the result was 
made by that committee pcrsumably 
through the Associated Press. McGill 
had nothing whatever to do cither with 
the selection or with the announcement 
of it. No McGill people (except perhaps 
a few friends of the candidate) knew 
anything about it until they read it in 
the Gazette of the 25th instant. 

I am quite sure that all who arc con- 
nected with the University in any of 
ficial capacity arc desirous of doing the 
best possible by the college paper. If 
things go awry sometimes, let me as 
sure you for myself, (and I think I can 
safely say^for any others who .give out 
information,, that it is not intentional 
but rather because of the unfavourable 
circumstances mentioned above. Wc 
think too highly of the McGill Daily to 
treat it otherwise than with the best 
possible consideration.

Through Dr. Beaumont's work ex- 
tending over 'a period of- twenty-seven 
years, a foundation was laid for much 
of our knowledge of the digestion of the 
food in the stomach. To this work he 
brought the same energy, the same in- 
dependence of thought whichlcd him. in 
earlier days, to throw down the gaunt- 
let to President Adams when the latter 
reversed the decision of a 'court martial 
a't which Beaumont had given the ex- 
pert testimony. 

Mr. Quakenbush dealt at some length 
with the character of Beaumont as ex- 
amplificd by his work, his letters and his 
home life, and 'with the character of 
St. Martin, to whom the change from 
iiis native chviro'nnmcnt — the" northern 
forests— to that of the scienti fic "labor 
atory must liavc been a sore trial. 

A hearty vote oft thnks was tendered 
'o the speaker, and some, discussion and 
questioning followed. Prof. Tait gave 
a' short but interesting comment on 
some present day's work of a like nature 
The meeting then' adjourned to the 
Senior Lab., wherc^thç books of the So 
ciety Library were loaned out for t 
next three weeks.

All Graduates and Undergrads 
to be Approached 
Immediately. 

The Faculties of Arts and Medi- 
cine have already erected Memorial 
Tablets to their men who have fallen, 
but that for the Faculty of Applied 
Science will have to be. a larger and 
more expensive one. since the losses 
in this Faculty were much greater. 
Two hundred graduates, under- 
graduates and past students of the 
Faculty of Applied Science of McGill 
University fell in the Great War. 

A number of the graduates of Ap- 
plied Science have been consulted, and 
t seems to he the unanimous opinion 
thafsteps should at once be taken for 
the erection of suoh a tablet, and that 
the matter be placed in the hands of a 
mall committee representing the 
graduates, the staff of the Faculty 
and the Undergraduate body. 

The following men have expressed 
their keen interest in the movement, 
and their willingness to act on such 
a committee: Brig.-General G. E. 
McCuaig. Capt. J. G. Ross, Dr. 
Mr. }. W. Jcakins, Professor Ram- 
say Traquair, Mr. Roy H. Foss. 

The Department of Architecture of 
McGill University have expressed 
their willingness to design an appro- 
priate tablet, and superintend its 
erection. They suggest that the tab- 
let should be cast in bronze, and 
mounted on a marble or some other 
suitable stone. They estimate that 
the'eost of such a table will be about 
?2,0()(). The names appearing on the 
tablet would include, only those who 
laid down their lives in the Great War, 
the full list of tihose who served will 
hep reserved in the archives of the 
University. 

The list of those who were killed 
as it now appears on the University 
records is given in this issue of the 
Daily. The committee is, of course, 
extremely anxious that the list which 
appears on the Memorial Tablet shall 
be correct. They therefore request 
that if upon reading this list any- 
one finds that any additions or alter- 
ations should be made, you will at 
once write. Mr. J. W. Jeakins, Secre- 
tary of the Graduates Society, McGill 
University, informing him of them. 

It i< proposed to send a letter in 
regard to the matter ot every graduate 
of the Faculty of Applied Science, 
and to approach the undergraduates 
of the Faculty also. 

All graduates and undergraduates 
are asked to subscribe to this memo- 
rial to those men from our faculty 
who fell in the Great War. The 
maximum limit for each individus 
subscription lias been fixed at $10. 

All undergraduates arc asked to 
think this matter over carefully, and, 
as they will be approached by a mem- 
ber of their class within the next few 
(lays,; you are asked to have 
subscription ready.
